OPTION TAKEN ON PROPERTIES 
HERE ON CHAMBERSBURG ST. 


It is Proposed to Erect Permanent 


Building Here for Exhibition of 


Great Battle Picture. 


The Cyclorama of the Battle of Get- 


tysburg will in all probability make 
its permanent home in 
Gettysburg, 


and a very fitting final location for it. 
Last Friday Judge Win. B. Matthews 
and Gen. Humphries of Washington, 
D. C., came to Gettysburg and secured 
options on the southwest corner of 
Chambersburg and Washington streets 
The options secured cover the Cobeau 
property oil the corner and the Taw- 
ney property adjoining, giving a front- 
age- on Chambersburg street of 120 
feet with a depth on Washington 
street of ISO feet, the two properties 
to be bought when sale is completed 
for $13,000. 


The assertion was made by Judge 


Matthews that the parties interested 
in the undertaking have all the out- 
side money they desire and there was 
no attempt to ask Gettysburg capital 
to become interested 
in the plant, 


though it might be possible if suffici- 
ent money is not raised from the 
stock that the plant would be bonded 
and bonds offered, but if that was 
done it was intimated that stockhold- 
ers would likely subscribe for all the 
bonds. 


Those interested in the undertaking 


have been securing information for 
the past six months which resulted in 
the determination to go ahead with 
the matter. They have data of the 
annual number of visitors at the ho- 
tels, and the approximate number of 
tourists annually visiting the field 
which convinced them that Gettysburg 
was the proper location for the cyclo- 
rama. 


It is proposed also to put an agent 


on the field booking excursions to Get- 
tysburg and have the railroads sell 
tickets entitling holder to admission 
to the cyclorama. The picture is the 
one shown at the World's Fair at 
Chicago. St. Louis. Jamestown and Se- 
attle, and has been located at various 
times in a number of the large cities, 
Chicago. Philadelphia, Boston an* oth.- 
er points. The large building is usu- 
ally entered by a passage way bring- 
ing one upon a platform which occu- 
pies a position on the field about the

While the options were taken for 


ninety days, the visitors intimated 
that: if the undertaking

They de- 
clared that the building would not be 
of the temporary character of those 
at the World's Fairs, but would be 
made of stone, cement and steel so

Starner had* been

burg to kill all dogs running at large 
and not muzzled according to the dog 
quarantine. It is alleged he shot at a 
dog recently and the animal was 
wounded in the nose and went howl- 
ing through the town some distance 
before finally killed. At the hearing 
Dr. Russel had thirteen witnesses in 
attendance testifying to what had been 
seen in Gettysburg and the defendant, 
backed by the Borough had almost as 
many witnesses and the case attempt- 
ed to be made was that no cruelty was 
intended and only resulted from fail- 
ure to kill on first shot. Justice 
Straley after hearing all the testimony 
found the defendant guilty and fined 
Starner $10 and the costs. The lat- 
ter will be quite heavy by reason of 
the large number of witnesses. Hon. 
Geo. 
Benner represented Dr. Russell, 


and R. E. Wible, Esq., the defendant 
and Borough. The case has been ap- 
pealed to Court and will come for 
final disposition at the April court.

ou our withdrawal from what is uow 
known as the "Barlow Hill" north of 
Gettysburg, 
where General Barlow 


and his division fought so bravely in 
afternoon of the preceding day, her 
general, pretty badly wounded, was 
left on the Held, and that he bad beeu 
made a prisoner of war by Ewell's 


musketry and tlieiitful roar of cannon. 


"Where now, General '."' was Bar- 


low's salutation. 


"Straight ahead through the town, 


on to the right. '' 


I continued to ride by his side, and 


explained the situation. As 1 then 
commanded the battle. General Schur/. 
was commaudiuu: the Eleventh Corps, 
of which Barlow's division was a part. 


We had hardly entered Gettysburg 


when Barlow sent an orderly with 
orders for his two batteries of six guns 
each to come to the front. They pass- 
ed us at a trot. The noise of battle 
for a few minutes was drowned by 
this artillery in motion. 


Already and naturally the inhabit- 


ants, who at tirst had flocked around 
me eager for news and full of suggest- 
ions, had disappeared. 


That street which prolonged the Em- 


initsburg road and passed iu front of 
the court-house was clear enough — not 
a soul in sight— till we had gone be- 
yond the middle plaza, when to our 
surprise we saw a young eirl standing 
ou a porch to the right of our street, 
•waving her handkerchief. 


Of course the meu cheered that 


young girl as they came and marchea 
on to battle. A vision like that had iu 
it a tender, tearful inspiration ; but it 
gave heart and firmness of tread to 
the marching men. 


For some years I sought by writing 


and by personal visits from house to 
house to get the name of the brave 
girl who did us such a service. At last 
I found an aged merchant living in an 
upper, well-furnished apartment near 
the plaza. It was J. L. Schick, Esq. ; 
He is still living, eighty-two years old. 


His rooms were replete with good 


books, which he evidently loved to 
read day by day. I saw that he was 
aged and feeble as he rose to greet me 
with a pleasant smile. 


"O," he said, "that might have been 


my daughter Mamie. We left our 
house, and went back to the house of 
a relative for a while ; for my good 
wife was not well, and couldn't bear 
the noise and confusion. The danger, 
too, was great when the fight was 
werit of us." 


Putting this and that together, I 


concluded that Miss Mary was my 
heroine. 


"Where are they uow," I asked. 
"Ah, dear General, they both died 


many years ago. I am alone, waiting 
nay turn, not far of!'." 


There was no sadness iu his wrinkl- 


ed face. He rose slowly to his full 
height, and. looking earnestly into 
my eyes, said : "Do yon know that 
your brother Rowland, a minister 
serving the Christian Commission, 
found his cousin, Colonel S. P. Leej 
sadly wounded and unconscious, on 
General Sickles's battle-field of the 


Howard, i must go to him," she cried, 
and turned back to the road (the Bal- 
timore pike), and with (juick steps, 


alkiug and running, took her way 


toward Gettysburg. 


"Don't try to stop me," she said, as 


1 tried to turn her from her purpose. 
"No. no ! they will not shoot a woman, 
1 will go to him." 


But the bullets came thick and fast, 


stirring up the dust and 
rattling 


against the stone and irou feuees. 


Suddenly, when half-way to the 


edge of the town, she stopped and 
came back to me. "I can't get through 
there : the sharpshooters keep liriug. 
Let me try some other way." 


The sharpshooters were in .high 


buildings and in the attics of the 
nearest dwellings, and probably would 
have spared her life, had they seen 
distinctly that it was a woman ap- 
proaching them. But there was much 
smoke from shells, musketry, and 
some structures ou fire. 


I'll go over there beyoud the grave- 


yard, out into the open Held, where 
both sides will see me: then I'll be 
safe enough." 


An escort went with her to the 


neighborhood of /iegler's Grove, to the 
west from me and at the top of a long, 
gentle slope. 


General J. B. Gordon who com- 


manded his brigade ou the Confeder- 
ate side, often told the sequel, how;he 
met 
General 
Barlow, 
desperately 


wounded, how the latter begged to see 
his wi e once more before he died, 
and how General Gordeu sent a tlag 
of truce to our Hues, and escorted the 
brave and loyal lady to her galleut 
general. 


Under her care and faithful nursing 


Barlow was restored to health, and 
soon after by an exchange of prisoners 
he came back to his own army. 


These are some of the pleasant mem- 


ories remaining concerning the great 
battle ol Gettysburg that iu its victory 
did so much toward the final and en- 
during reuniou of all our States.—The 
Christian Endeavor World.

the first offense, and ten dollars for every 
subsequent offense. 
Section 12. That it shall be the duty of 


the -Market Master to see that the weights, 
scaifs and measures that may be uesd in 
sales in the market spaces, be in accordance 
with the State standard, and no article shall 
be weighed by any spring scales except the 
said scales be. approved by the Market Mas- 
ter, steelyards shall not be used under any 
conditions, and whosoever shall presume to 
weigh and sell by steelyards, 
or spring 
scales except aforesaid, shall 
forfeit the 


same and the article weighed, and whoso- 
ever shall sell by measure, or instruments 
for weighing which said Market Master has 
adjudged 
to be insufficient and 
incorrect 
shall forfeit said measures, and instruments 
for weighing and pay a fine of five dollars; 
and if any person shall sell or offer to sell 
any provision or article in this market not 
of full weight, or measure, such provision 
or article shall be forfeited aud said Market 
Master shall seize and sell the same, and 
the offender shall pay a flue of three dol- 
lars. 
Xo provision or article shall be sold 


in the market except by weight, measure, 
or count, except berries which may be sold 
in boxes or other convenient form, any per- 
son offending against this provision of this 
section shall pay a fine of three dollars. 
Section 13. That any person or persons 


occupying any market space shall provide 
appropriate receptacles for the purpose of 
placing therein, and removing waste mat- 
ier and offal at the close of each market 
day: no waste matter or 
offal shall be 
thrown upon the public highway, any per- 
son so offending against the provisions of 
this section shall pay a. fine of three dol- 
lars. 
, 
Section 1-k That, in order thai the space? 
used for market purposes be unhampered, 
clear, and free from obstructions. HO ve- 
hicle, team or any other thing, which would 
hinder the free and proper use of the spaces 
set aside for market purposes, shall be plac- 
ed, put or stood on any market space two 
hours before the market onens. or during 
the continuance of the market, and any per- 
son violating this section shall pay a -fine of 
three dollars. 
Section 15. That all fines imposed for 
the violation of any of the provisions of the 
sections of this ordinance shall be recover- 
ed, according to law. before the Burgess, or 
any Justice of the Peace of the Borough. 
Section 16. 
That all fines, penalties and 


forfeitures received by reason of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall be for the 
use of the Korough of Gettysburg, unles? 
otherwise specially directed. 
Section IT. That the Town Council shall 
annually, at the first regular meeting in 
March, 
appoint 
one 
suitable person 
as 
Market Master to superintend the market ot 
said Borough for one year, or until replac- 
ed by a successor duly appointed and quali- 
fied. That said Market Master, by the con- 
currence of a majority of said Council, may 
at any time, be removed and another ap- 
pointed to take his place. 
That said Market Master shall be requir- 
ed, before entering on the functions of bis 
office, to take an oath faithfully to discharge 
the duties enjoined upon him by the ordi- 
nances, r.nd shall execute a bond with suffi- 
cient surety in the sum of five hundred dol- 
lars, conditioned for the faithful perform- 
ance of all his duties, and the payment of 
all moneys received by him. according to 
law, and which bond shall be approved by 
the Council and filed with the Borough Sec- 
retary. 
That said Market Master shall keep regu- 
lar entries, in a book provided him for that 
purpose, of all moneys received by him as 
sucli. from all sources whatever, in which 
it shall be accurately stated from whom 
money ^as received, for what, and the 
amount received: and it shall be the duty 
of the said Market Master to make oath be- 
fore the Burgess, "that the account, ns kept 
and presented, is just and true to the best j 
of his knowledge and belief." 
Being thus' 


verified, he shall exhibit his book, with the 
accounts, regularly at each monthly meet- 
ing of the Council, and pay over the said 
moneys to the Treasurer of the Borough, 
taking the Treasurer's receipt therefor in 
his said took. 


That it shall bo the duty of the said 
Market Master to superintend said market. 
and to keep it thoroughly cleansed and in 
good order: he shall at the hour fixed by 
the ordinance for opening the said market 
on market days, open the same and be in 
constant attendance, and preserve good or- 
der during market hours. 
He shall see 
that no imposition is practiced by the seller 
upon the buyer, or by the buyer upon the 
seller. 
He shall cause the market vehicles 
to bo so placed in the market spaces as best 
to suit the eomenience of the buyers and 
tellers, and of the public generally; and he 
shall take charRc of and safely keep the 
weights and m-asi:res belonsins to said Ror- 
ou^'h. 'or market purposes only, neither us- 
ing them nor suffering them to be used, ex- 
cept for testing any weights and measures 
employed by sellers in such markets. 
He 
shall prevent or remove all obstructions or 
nuisanc's ready to exist or actually exist- 
ing i" the same. 
Tie shall preserve order 
and remove all vasrant or disorderly per- 
sons found loitering therein during market 
hours, and dirn-t. arrange and adjust all 
stands and situations for the sale of arti- 
cles not sold from wagons, 
lie shall espe- 


cially see that nil pro\ isions of this or any 
other ordinance passed in regard to said 
market b» faithf'-.liy complied with, and that 
ail violations of the same be prosecuted be- 
fore sni'l 
11«rire->s or any .lustiee of the 
Peace of the Borough, and to enable said 
Market Master :o discharge the duties im- 
posed -in him hereby, he shall be invested 
with the power of a police officer of said 
Borough. 
If any person shall consider himself or 
herself "aggrieved by any decision of the 
Market Master, such person may appeal to 
the Burgess, forthwith, who shall make such 
order therein, and determine as to him shall 
seem just and lawful.
